Wife Sees Body of George Lan- 


sil Drawn From Hole by 
Neighbor Who Investigates.

Death by Accident Is the Coro- 
ner’s Verdict in Tragedy 
Near Overland Park. 


Mrs. George Lansil, seeking her hus- 
band Sunday afternoon in the neighbor- 
hood of thgir home in Overland Park, 
asked Emmet McDonald, a aeighbor, to 


lower himself by a rope into a dry well 
40 feet deep, to see if Lansil was there, 
From the surface a dim view could be 
had of something at the bottom which 
looked like a human body. 

McDonald descended into the well, and 
& moment later the rope began to move 
in the other direction. The wife be- 
lieved that McDonald was returning to 
tell her that her husband was not there. 
She screamed and fainted when ske 
saw, instead, her husband’s body, tied 
to the rope, appearing at the surface. 

Death was caused, according to Cor- 
oner Bracy, by gases remaining in the 
bottom of the well from a dynamite 
blast. A verdict of accidental death was 
returned, 

Lansil hoped to make the well deeper 
by the usé of dynamite, and he and 
McDonald set off the charge at noon 
Sunday. They went away together to 
let the gases escape, and Lansil said he 
would return later and. see whether the 
blast had done any good. 

At what time he returned and lowered 
himself into the well is not known. That 
it was too soon, probably within a half 
hour after the blast, was shown by his 
death. Mrs. Lansil became worried when 


he did not return for dinner at 1, and 3 


telephoned to a number of neighbors 
before going to the well. By 2 p. m., 
when McDonald descended into the 
well, the gases had dispersed. 

Chlorine gas is generated by the dis- 
charge of dynamite in narrow subter- 
ranean spaces.

Gustav H. Ruedi, marriage license 
clerk in the Recorder of Deeds office, 
filed a receivership suit Monday against 
the Reiner Mining Co., in which he said 
he had invested $4930 without being able 


to get any return. 

Edwin H. Ehrler, president of the Sun- 
set Land and Investment Co., and John 
C. Benson of Stockton, Cal., president 
of the Reiner company, and the Sunset 
Land and Investment Co., are named 
as defendants, but a receiver is .not 
asked for the Sunset company. The 
Reiner company and the Sunset com- 
Pany have offices together in room 312 
Commercial Building. 

The petition states that 400,000 shares 
of the stock of the Reiner Mining Co. 
were sold to the Sunset company for 
$35,000. Ruedi says Ehrier told him the 
mining company owned lands in Califor- 
nia and that its stock was nonassess- 
able. It is alleged tn the petition that 
all the mining company had was op- 
tions on the lands, and that the stock 
was assessable. 

Benson and Ehriler, it is alleged, di- 
rected the affairs of both companies 
and the capita? stock of the Reiner 
company was increased from $500,000 to 
$1,000,000. 

Ruedi says he at different times in- 
vested $4930 between Sept.. 21, 1909, and 
Jan. 3, 1910. 

A salary of $10,000 a year, ne alleges, 
was voted to Benson.

On the first explosion the men rushed from their quarters and a 
hundred or more sought safety in plunging overboard. But the great 
body of men, officers and the crew held at their posts by discipline, re- 
mained on ship and were hurled high in the air or into the water as the 
culminating explosion tore the ship into fragments. i 

The report says the ship broke in two in the middle as she sank. 
Another report says that before she took her final plunge several of her 
guns discharged a requiem salute. 

To this death list must be added 100 men from the other ships, who were 
killed. Several small boats which had gone from the other warships ¥ the 
aid of the Liberte sank when the final explosion occured.

Louis s6 as to allow hotels to serve 
drinks with meais on Sunday, dnd urg- 
ing’ the ministers and church workers 
of the State to tighten the lid still more 
by demanding from the next Legislature 
a county unit and precinct option law. 
The resolution reads in part: — 

“Whereas, there if a ‘movément on the 
part of those interested in the liquor 
traffic to remove the Sunday lid, and 
whereas the movement is receiving 
wide publicity in the press of this city, 
and whereas much tilting of the lid 
would be detrimental to good morals 
and good order, and whereas we remem- 
ber the pre-election promises of our 
Governor, we call upon him to faith- 
fully enforce the Sunday closing law 
to the end of his term.” 

Another portion of the resolution 
reads: “We insist upon the ministers 
and the congregations of our entire 
State taking immediate action not 
only to secure the full enforcement 
of the liquor law we already have, 
but to demand the county unit and 
precinct option. law of our next Leg- 
islature.” 

The ministers adopted another res- 
olution protesting against Secretary 
Wilson of the Department of Agri- 
culture acting as honorary chairman 
of the brewers’ convention when they 
meet in Chicago next week. 

The resolutions were drawn by Dr. 
W. J. McKittrick and the Revs. J. B. 
Toomey, Huey; E. F. Harris and Dr. 
Wi. T. Wright.

As some members of the board will 
be out @f the city most of this week, 
it is probable that the investigation will 
not begin until next week. 

-A committee representing the Central 
Trades and Labor Union called on Re- 
ber Mon@gy and demanded that testi- 
mony be wiade under oath. The com- 
mittee wag E. L. Smyth, representing 
the Plasterers’ Union; J. P. McDon- 
ough, chairman of the Legislative Com- 
mittee of the C. T. and L. U., and B. 
¥F’. Brown of the Carpenters’ Union. 

After the conference with Reber the 
committee inspected the plans and 
specifications of the Municipal Courts 
Building, a&1 made a tour of the struc- 
ture to cx@ect evidence. 

“Reber s@id Monday that no formal 
complaint had been made to him con- 
cerning the construction of the build- 
ing before the committee called Monday 
morning. He said that while he is not 
femiliar with all of the details of con- 
gsiruction, we believes the specifications 
have been €0llowed in all essential de- 
tails 

“If any wWhanges have been made I 
believe thet something as good or bet- 
ter has been used than that specified 
in the qentract,”’ he said. ‘‘Undef the 
general pravisions, where an article 
having a trade name is specified, an- 
other material may be substituted there- 
for with the permission of the Board of 
Public Imprvements.” 

Among the specific charges made by 
the labor body are these: 

That near the front and east entrances 
to the builditw; one coat less of material 
was used than is called for in the speci- 
fications, and that Robert E. Lee, busi- 
ness agent of the Plasterers’ Union, or- 
dered the men to tear out part of the 
work claimed to be done in violation of 
the specifications. 

Plaster for Cement. 
That plaster of paris costing about $9 
& ton was substituted for Keene's ce- 
ment costing $18 a ton. 

That one inch of plaster was placed 
under the ariific'al Caen stone instead 
of one amd a half inches, as specified 
in the contract. 

‘Reber told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that Keene’s cement is a trade name 
and that he knows of no substitution, 
if it was made. He said that it made 
little difference whether an inch or an 
inch and a half of plaster was used un- 
der the. Caen stone, as it is purely for 
decorative purposes, and does not add 
to the strength of the building.

Wagon, Loaded With Merry 
Makers, in Two. 





THREE EXPECTED TO DIE 





9 of 31 Returning From Wed- 
ding Celebration in Night Es- 
cape Without Scratch. 


NEENAH, Wis... Sept. 25.—Sixteen 
deaths will probably result because of 
the collision of a mile-a-minute passen- 
ger train at Neenah and a hay wagon 
rack beartng a party of an young per- 
sons. 

A billboard alone the railway tracks 
obgcured the view from the locomotive 
and from the wagon. Mist and fog did 
the rest. 

Twelve persons on the hay rack were 
instantly killed, one has since died, and 
three out of eight others injured are be- 
lieved to be fatally hurt. Nine of the 
31 persons aboard the wagon éscaped 
without a scratch as did both horses. 
Nobody on the train suffered except 
from a momentary severe jar. 

The collision occurred at 3:40 a> m. yes- 
terday on the Chicagvu & Northwestern 
Railway at the Commercial street cross- 
ing here. Train No. 121, northbound, 
whirled through the wagon load of peo- 
ple at a 45-degree angle. This peculiar- 
ity was owing to the fact that the high- 
way crossing is a diagonal. 

The victims were returning from the 
Peter Hanson farm, where they had 
gone to attend the celebration of a wed- 
ding anniversary. All but two, who 
were Chicago men, were residents of 
Menasha. 

Among the occupants of the hay rack 
who escaped were Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Brizinski ‘and their child of 2 years. 
They were seated in the front half of 
the rack, the mother holding the child 
in her lap, About half way back in the 
wagon sat Mary Schwartzbauer. The 
latter was hurled 50 feet and made un- 
conscious. 

When found by rescuers the Brizinski 
child was in her arms, having escaped 
unscathed. The parents of the child 
were only slightly injured. 

A farmer, his wife and two children 
were recently killed in a similar acci- 
dent at the same crossing. During the 
last eight years nearly two dozen per- 
sons have lost their lives at the’ same 
place,

Quits European Sgcial Career 
and Declines to Marry fora 
Title Without Love. 


COURTED BY A_ PRINCE 


Newport Set Now Hopes Her 
Choice Will Fall on Broker 
Jameo de Wolf Cutting.

Bureau of the Pest-Dispatch., 


NEW YORK, Sept. 25.—Mrs. William 
B. Leeds, the widow of the ‘Tin Plate 
King,”’ former president of the Rock Is- 
land system—a woman who, Helleu, the 
French artist, enthusiastically testified, 
had 98 of the 100 points that make for 
physical perfection—has decided to re- 
turn here to live after a successful so- 
cial career in London and after refus- 
ing offers of marriage from Prince 
Murat and others of high social rank 
abroad. 

Mrs. Leeds wants her 8-year-old son, 
William Bateman Leeds, brought up un- 
def conditions that best tend to promote 
good American citizenship. More partic- 
ularly she wants him taught how to 
conserve and manage the $25,000,000 es- 
tate left him by his father, who died. at 
the Ritz Hotel in Paris on June 28, 1908. 

During the -past season Mrs. Leeds 
leased the house of George Keppel, 16 
Grosvenor Square, London, and there, 
guided by Lady Paget, daughter of the 
late Paran Stevens of New York, and 
Lady Sarah Wilson, an aunt of the 
Duke of Marlborough, she entertained 
all the notables in English social life 
and was entertained in return. She was 
one of only 12 American women in the 
royal enclosure Ascot week. 


Guest of a Duchess, 
Within a short time of her arrival in 


‘the English capital she was the guest 


of the Duchess of Marlborough, the 
Fiarl of Winterton, the Earl of Kintore, 
Lady Lister-Kaye and of Ambassador 
and Mrs. Reid. In the end all of the ex- 
clusive London set welcomed her. 
Among those who danced attendance 
on the charming widow were Prince 
Murat, the Prince de Faucigny-Lucinge, 
Lord Falconer, heir to the Earl of Kin- 
tore; Lord Alexander Thynne, uncle of 
Marquis of Bath, and Sir Abe Bailey, 
the famous South African millionaire. 
One by one Mrs. Leeds with every 
assurance of her high regard, dismissed 
them, saying she preferred to remain 
single because of her small son, until 


,only Prince Murat remained. He is 89 
sears old. A grandson of that Lucien 


urat, third Prince of Naples and Ponte 
Corvo, who married a Miss Frazer of 
Baliimore, the Prince has American 
blood in his veins. He proved for Mrs. 
Leeds far from easy to discourage. A 
general of cavalry in the Russo-Jap- 
anese war who led the Cossacks times 
without number against intrenched Jap- 
anese, is not easily put off. 

Met Her on a Yacht. 

Prince Murat first met Mrs. Leeds on 
Anthony J. Drexel’s yacht, the Marghar- 
ita, during Cowes week, at a reception 
given to the King. From that time he 
was never far from her side. The fol- 
lowing year he followed her from Lon- 
don to Paris and through Switzerland 
and though Mrs. Leeds kept saying 
“No” he would not take “No’’ for an 
answer. In the London season just 
past, say friends of Mrs. Leeds, the 
Prince made His final proposal. He is 
comparatively wealthy and he assured 
her he loved her for herself alone; he 
wanted no money settlement; he was 
willing to live in America six months 
of the year for the sake of Mrs. Leeds’ 
son. In short, he avowed himself will- 
ing to do anything if Mrs. Leeds would 
only marry him. 

Mrs. Leeds consulted Lady Paget and 
Lady Sarah Wilson. Then she turned to 
her brother-in-law, Warner M. Leeds, a 
former vice-president of the American 
Sheet Steel and Tin Plate Co., who at 
the time was paying her a visit. To him 
was delegated the task of assuring 
Prince Murat, as tactfully as possible, 
that there was no hope for him. Leeds 
knew just enough French and Prince 
Murat barely a sufficient amount of En- 
glish for the issue to be made clear. 

She Was Tempted. 

“It was something of a temptation,” 
Mrs. Leeds is said to have admitted to 
her friends, “on account of the social 
prestige his name and title would have 
brought me. I like him. personally, for 
he is a fine, manly chap, but a mar- 
riage without love is not my idea of 
marriage.” 

There has been gossip that Lady Pa- 
get wished her to marry one of the 
young Pagets, two of whom recently an- 
nounced their intention of becoming 
American citizens, but Mrs. Leeds has 
always denied this emphatically. She 
is some 20 years older than the boys. 

Now that Mrs. Leeds has decided to 
return to the United States, many think 
she will marry an American. She has 
taken apartments at the St. Regis for 
the winter, and her Newport villa, 
Rocky Point, is open to receive when 
she arrives next month. The smart 
Newport set hope that in the end her 
choice will fall on James de Wolf 
Cutting, one of the most popular bache- 
lors and cotillion leaders in question, 
but she has frequently denied that any- 
thing but friendship existed between 
them.

By RIPLEY D. SAUNDERS, 
al HE Happiest Night of His Life,” 


with which the Century's reg- 

ular season opened last night, 
is not by any means an evening to be 
marked with a red letter on the cal- 
endars of those who chance to witness 
its presentation. 

Based on the shelfworn and weather- 
stained theme of an old man who neg- 
lected to sow his wild oats in the days 
of his youth and then makes a belated 
attempt to enjoy at least one taste of 
gay life under the guidance of younger 
men, it brings nothing new to its treat- 


ment of this theme, 

And we are so deadly familiar with 
this old man! 2 

Even when, in his present handling, 
after he hears young women called 
“chickens’”’ he follows them about the 
stage with a bag of corn in his hands; 
casting the grains at them for their 
tempting, and when another player says 
of him that “the can’t see a girl without 
cackling,” he fails to be funny. 

The musical comedy librettists have 
got to give this old man a rest. His 
joints creak with working overtime. 

Unhappily, too, there is nothing else 
in “The Happiest Night of His Life’ 
one whit more entertaining than this 
pathetic bit of ancientry. For sheer 
dullness and a placidity of uninventive 
effort that reaches the ditch-water stage 
of monotony in its results, the offering 
stands in a class all by itself. 

Overburdened with an excess of slang 
throughout the first act, Rube Welch 
does his best, in the role of a young 
racetrack sport originally written for 
and played by Victor Moore, to send 
some measure of diverting comedy 
across the footlights. 

Then, in the second act, Kittie Fran- 
cis comes on as a rich Irish widow of 
the conventional burlesque pattern and 
brings into use her most. strenuous 
methods of slap-stickery for the sake of 
relieving the play’s tediousness. 

She does it, too, momentarily, just as 
Rube Welch does for a fleeting instant, 
now and then, but neither of them per- 
manently can overcome the insistent 
hoodoo placed upon the piece by its 
own makers. . 

In the closing moments of the second 
act the audience almost shouts with 
gratitude for the lugging in of ,“‘Alex- 
ander’s Ragtime Band,’’ a truly enjoy- 
able musical number .of spontaneous 
melodic mirth, hailing it as a veritable 
oasis of refreshment in a desert of bore- 
dom, 

And a smaller oasis had been en- 
countered when Rube Welch and Leola 
Lucey sang, “Oh, you Chicago! Oh, you 
New York!’ but otherwise all of us 
were on the hot sands of dreary travel- 
ing from start to finish. 

You simply can’t get away from the 
melancholy truth of the play’s inherent 
stupidity, thanks to the apparent de- 
termination of its several authors to 
stamp that truth indelibly upon your 
mind. 

The great wonder is that such an ef- 
fort, claiming to be an attempt at popu- 
lar amusement, ever reached the point 
of stage production. 

Here, indeed, may be the explanation 
of ‘‘The Happiest Night of His Life’’— 
it’s a mystery play, not a musical com- 
edy. The puzzle is: Find the reason.

Is Impossible, Experts Learn, to 
Protect Whole Hull of 
Vessels. 





WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Lessons 
of great value to naval designers 
daily are being drawn from the re- 
ports that are coming to the Navy 
Department of the result of the recent 
destructive firing upon the San Mar- 
cos, which was the battleship Texas. 
One of the most important conclu- 
sions reached is that it {s impossible 
to protect the entire hull of a battle- 
ship against attack by big guns. 

Heretofore it has been customary 
to place the thickest armor over the 
vitals of the ship and to give a less 
degree of protection to the ends of the 
vessel by much thinner armor. This 
was known as. the all-armor ship 
design. 

The San Marcos tests have shown 
that this thin armor is practically 
useless; that every one of the big 
shells easily penetrated the thin 
armor and explodeq within the ship. 

Therefore, the designers have con- 
cluded to abandon the attempt to 
cover the entire hull with armor, be- 
cause the weight of the heavy armor 
is prohibitive, Instead, the ends of 
the hull will be left unarmored, and 
the weight of the thin armor thus 
saved will be added to the present 
armor belts and casemates over the 
vitals‘and batteries, which have been 
shown to be in need of considerable 
reinforcement to keep out the latest 
type of 12-inch armor-plercing shells.

Board Begins Leavenworth Hear- 
ing, but Decision Won’t Be 
Known for Several Days. 


PRISONER IS TO APPEAR 





His Appeal to Be Made Tomor- 
row, and Secret Verdict Will 
Be Sent to Washington. 


By Associated Press. 

LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Sept. 3.— 
John R. Walsh, the former Chicago 
banker, who’ is seeking a parole from 
the Federal prison here, will not know 
his fate for several days. The Federal 
Board of Parole, which will consider 
his case, met here today, but he prob- 
ably will not have a hearing before to- 
morrow. 

Applications for paroles are taken up 
in their regular order, and Walsh's is 
fifteenth on the list. The report of the 
board will be mailed from here to Wash- 
ington and announcement of the deci- 
sion made from the Attorney-General’s 
office. 

Sept. 18 Walsh had served one-third. of 

a five-year sentence and was eligible to 
parole under the act of Congress ap- 
proved June 25,-. 1910. 
. The last obstacle to the granting of 
the parole was removed last month, 
when the United States District Attor- 
ney at Chicago requested. that the re- 
maining indictments against the aged 
banker be dismissed. 

The beard probably will be in session 
for five or six days. It generally has 
been about two weeks from the ad- 
journment of the board before action 
on its findings has been taken in Wash- 
irgton.- So if Walsh is paroled. he can 
hardly leave the prison before Oct. 10. 

Besides Walsh, a dozen other bankers 
are to ask parole at this session of the 
board. They are: Harry Ulmer, Chi- 
cago; Fred Lubbe, O. F. Cochran, E. 
MN Detzner, M. P. Emmerich and F. H. 
Nicholai, all of Indianapolis; H. T. 
Wells, Kenosha, Wis.; J. F. Schulte, 
Racitie, Wis.; W. H. Tiers, Pittsburg, 
Pa.; G. H. Osborne and D. C. Abbot of 
Cclumbus, O., and J. H. Phillips, Terre 
Haute, Ind. 

A prisoner usually is held before the 
board only a few minutes. No one is 
permitted to appear to offer arguments 
in behalf of the prisoner.

PARCELS POST AND MONOPOLY. 


Postmasters in Illinois, Missouri and other 
states are discussing the Parcels Post in their 
annual conventions this year, as something that 
is practically inevitable. They are right in this. 
All that is left open now is the question of when 
and how the system is to be introduced.

The consumer will save time by not trying to 
analyze the statement of the Sugar Trust’s 
managing director that the new beet crop and the 
Louisiana cane crop will lower the price of 
sugar. It was trust control of prices that sent 
sugar up; trust control of prices will send sugar 
down, if it is sent down. 

The domestic output of 530,000 tons of beet 
sugar and 325,000 tons of cane sugar might af- 
fect a market where the law of supply and de- 
mand is unrestricted, but any intimation of the

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of the sugar market has been explained and 
elucidated. It is in control at both ends. The 
sugar planters take what it offers and the dis- 
tributers charge what it dictates. The system 
was made clear by the investigation undertaken

lets it down it will be to a level above the old 
one and the consumer will have been educated 
to a new price.

politician”—hightens our favorable estimate of 
him as a man. The public position he fills, how- 
ever, is one that pre-eminently requires as its 
incumbent a man _ who is a politician. 

Those who have given the best service in this 
position were politicians in the sense in which 
Lincoln was a politician. And the men who have 
given the least satisfactory service in this great 
office were men who lacked what we mean by 
“political” ability in the best significance of the 
term. In one whose duty it is to be a repre- 
sentative of the people, good intentions are a 
poor substitute for an instinctive, discriminat- 
ing perception of the people’s desires and in- 
terests and for capacity and effectiveness in 
executing their will. * 

Mr. Taft’s confession may be accepted as an 
accurate diagnosis of his own case. If he had 
been a politician he would never have approved 
the Payne-Aldrich measure; he would have 
thrown the influence of his administration 
against Cannon; he would not have delivered the 


Winona speech; he would have withheld in- 


dorsement from Aldrich and Ballinger; he would 
not have vetoed the tariff bills framed with a 
view to reducing the cost of living. 

We may judge from his words that he has in 
some degree the gift of seeing himself, as others 
see him, a very great gift indeed. But in a 
man without more sense of political values, the 
very consciousness of his own limitations may 
make him all the more vulnerable to the in- 
trigues of designing men and, as we have geen 
heretofore, there are designing men who have 
great influence with the Taft administration. 
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One of the most famous of international charac- 
ters was Sir Robert Hart, whose death has just 
been announced. Two generations knew him up 
a supervisor of the Chinese customs service. His 
talents were as useful to ‘the country in one way 
as those of “Chinese” Gordon’s were in another, 
and many fiscal improvements and minor reforms 
were due to his initiative. His name will always 
have a place in the history of the period marked 
by the “awakening” of the ancient empire. 
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DEEBADNAUGHTISM. 

Washington dispatches state that ng pres- 
sure is being brought to bear upon the Navy De- 
partment to have the size of the two battleships 
to be included in next year’s building program in- 
creased to 30,000 tons. The two dreadnaughts 
now almost ready for launching, the Utah and 
Florida, aré each 21,825 tons displacement. 

The first dreadnaught, built by Great Britain 
in 1906, was of 18,000 tons and cost a million and 
a half pounds. Her launching started the pres- 
ent craze for monster, all-big gun ships, the end 
of which no man can foresee. No sooner was 
she in the water than Germany took alarm and 
began building dreadnaughts and super-dread- 
naughts of over 20,000 tons. The United States 
followed the example, and Japan, Italy, Austria, 
France, Brazil and even the Argentin® Republic 
hastened to get in line. ‘ 

Great Britain now has 14 of these costly mon- 
sters either launched or on the stocks. Germany 
has 18, the seven already practically finished hav- 
ing cost the taxpayers $100,000,000. Japan has at 
least seven, Italy is-building four. The United 
States has four ships of the super-dreadnaught 
type afloat, with four more in course of construc- 
tion, each being heavier and carrying a more 
powerful broadside than any foreign vessel yet 
launched. \ 

The race continues with prodigious energy and 
the most lavish expenditure. It is claim@™ that

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TYPICAL SUGAR TRUST TRICK. 
From the New Orleans Picayune. 

Within a month Louisiana will begin 
to market what promises to be one of 
the best crops, if not the largest, in her 
history. From all present indications 
this crop will sell at higher prices than 
usual, owing to the scarcity of sugar 
supplies the world over, which the com- 
parative failure, of the European beet 
sugar crops have caused. There is only 
one case for anxiety ahead, and that is 
the practical control which the sugar 
trust exerts over the marketing of our 
sugar production. 

Owing to the exigencies of the market 
the great majority of our sugar produc- 
ers manufacture only what is known 
as the refining grades of sugar, for 
which there is no other market hut the 
refineries, and principally the trust re- 
fineries. That fact would occasion 
little concern were it not for the. prac- 
tice which the sugar trust has resorted 
to for years of paying a much less price 
for raw sugar delivered at its great re- 
finery in New Orleans than it pays for 
foreign sugars delivered at its refineries 
in New York and elsewhere. The excuse 
for this discrimination is that if the 
producers of Louisiana had to ship their 
sugars to New York they would have 
to pay the freight and charges.

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FORMER WEATHER

Prof. Harrington Who Seemed 
on Road to Sanity Has 
Again Denied His Name. 


READS THE LATIN AUTHORS 


But Family Loses Hope of His 
Returning to Home Which He 
Left So Mysteriously. 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
Bureau ef the Pust-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. %.—Relativen of 
Prof. Mark W. Harrington, once head 
of the Weather Bureau, a college pro- 


fessor and an astronomer of note, have 
about given up hope that he will recov- 
er his mind. He recently has developed 
a great fondness for the Latin classics. 
The medical authorities at the hospital 
say that Harrington shows a great fa- 
miliarity with Horace, Cicero, Virgil, 
Pliny and all Latin authors that the 
doctors are able to find. He reads them 
readily and seems to remember them 
just as he knows all the stars that he 
sees at night from the windew of his 
bedroom. 

Harrington disappeared from his home 
in 1899. He 
went out one evening, saying that he 
was going to New York to a dinner. 
Eight years later he was found wander- 
ing dazed in Trenton, N. J., and was 
sent to the State hospital. A year later 
his son read of an unknown patient in 
the insane institution who seemed to be 
very learned, but who didn’t know who 
he was. The son took the mother there 
and she recognized Harrington. He in- 
sisted that he was John Doe and had 
never heard of Harrington. Joe Doe, 
eighth, was the name the hospital had 
given him when he was sent there. 

Answered to His Name. 

Last June, to the joy of the family, 
the former president of a Washington 
and of a Michigan university answered 
readily to the name of Harrington when 
it was used by the physicians and 
nurses. It was then thought that he 
was on the road to recovery, and Dr. 
Brittan D. Evans, medical director of 
the hospital, was much encouraged 
about his condition. But it was said 
today at the Morris Plains institution 
that Harrington now denies that his 
name is Harrington and when asked if 
his name is John Dag merely shrugs his 
shoulders and replies: “‘That’s what you 
say.”’ 

An interesting discovery as to the 
whereabouts of Prof. Harrington be- 
tween the time he left his home, saying 
that he was going to a dinner, and the 
time when he was found in Trenton, 
was made by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
today. After Harrington’s disappear- 
ance his wife received a strangely word- 
ed letter from a Southern town, and 
then aother from Washington. Subse- 
quently, someone told her that her hus- 
band had been seen in Beltimore. Then 
all trace of him was lost by his family. 

Worked in a Shipyard. 

In turning over some old clippings 
from Western publications, the reporter 
found that Harrington had appeared in 
Chicago in 1902 and had been interviewed 
by reporters there. He told of his for- 
mer connection with the Weather Bu- 
reau, and seemed to know perfectly 
that he was Harrington. None of those 
who interviewed him in the West in 
190° knew that he had strangely disap- 
peared from his own home, and his 
Eastern relatives and ‘friends never 
heard of the appearance in the West of 
Harrington. 

He went immediately to China, it is 
said, after leaving the East for the last 
time, then returned to this country and 
worked his way South with tramps. He 
worked side by side with negroes on 
@ sugar plantation in Louisiana. Then 
he went to the State of Washington and 
took up a small claim. Subsequently, 
he worked in a lumber Camp and in a 
shipyard.
